It has been customary for the Putt¬ 
ed States post office to await applica¬ 
tions, which usually take the form of 
petitions, signed by a considerable 
number of people before establishing 
new air mall routes. A guarantee of 
about $15,000 worth of business on 
nnj route is generally considered rea¬ 
sonable to justify opening a route.

The latest successes in non-stop 
flights have stimulated Japanese In¬ 
terest In aviation and efforts are be¬ 
ing made to launch tangible prepara¬ 
tions for a Japanese attempt to fly 
the Pud fir Ocean next year. It is con- i 
slderod. that the chances of such a 
Might taking place or of Japanese air¬ 
men or machines being ready for it 
within 12 months are small. 

Tho decisive facts .aro that Japan 
possesses no aeroplane capable of 
making the Journey and lms no pilot, 
civil, military or naval, with the 
necessary skill and technical ability. 
A foreign ’plane .might be bought but 
public opinion realties that half the 
honor would be lost by such a pro¬ 
ceeding. . 

The status of aviation in Japan is 
correctly reflected by the fact that 
Japan’s record lor continuous flying 
Is only 11 hours* while two hours is 
the record for night flying. 

The best Japanese achievement 
hitherto, and tho only one of inter¬ 
national note. Is the 1925 flight to 
Loudon via Sibt lia made by two 
civilian filers. 

Among the reasons advanced to 
explain Japan’s backwardness are: 
First, that Japanese airmen have 
plenty of courage but lack the initi¬ 
ative and that enthusiasm for the art 
of flying which characterly.es Lind¬ 
bergh, Chamberlin and Krwin. 

Secondly, tho Japanese are "un¬ 
mechanical" and lack "engino sense." 
For example, they often fall to no¬ 
tice when their motor starts missing. 

Thirdly, official regulations ham¬ 
per practice, for the air above Japan 
Is caid to be unusually tricky, thin 
and full of holes of variable quality. 

Those facts reveal how much re¬ 
mains to be done before a Japanese 
airman can wing Ills way to Seattle.

Proposal Made That Whipping Be 
Added To Jail Sentence 
For Stealing Cars 

Whipping with a strap persons con¬ 
victed of theft of motor oars is one 
of the amendments to tho criminal 
code proposed In the report of the 
Canadian Bar Association's commit¬ 
tee on administration of justice. 

The report was presented to the as¬ 
sociation at its annual meeting by 
Judge K. Coatsworth of Toronto. 

Judge Coatswortli urged Immediate 
legislation by the Dominion and pro¬ 
vincial parliaments to incorporate In¬ 
to the criminal rode the important 
amendments suggested in tho com¬ 
mit tee's report. 

Concerning tin* penalties for auto 
theft the committee recommended 
that instead of the present one year 
sentence provided by tlie code, the 
penalty be two months’ imprisonment 
with a whipping in tho second month 
with a strap instead of a cat-o'nine 
tails.

Cracked Mullets Oats Found Useful 
For Young Chicke 
Ilulless oats, that Is varieties of 
oats that threRh out clear of the hulls, 
arc particularly uaeful for the feeding 
of poultry. Experiments carried on at 
one Manitoba and one Saskatchewan 
Experimental Farm with laying pul¬ 
lets show ed profit a of about twenty- 
five cents per bird In favour of tho 
hulless oats. In tho tests made pens 
receiving hulless oats in both grain 
and mash, were compared with pens 
receiving common oats fed In the 
same manner. Cracked hulless outs 
are particularly useful for young 
chicks. This test ami mar^y others 
are reported in the 1926 annual re¬ 
port of the Poultry Division of the 
Experimental Farms, distributed by 
tlie Publications Branch of the De¬ 
partment of VgrlruUuro at Ottawa, 
which gives the results pf much ex¬ 
perimental work carried on at the 
Central Farm and at tho branch 
farms and stations over Canada In all 
phases of poultry raising.

Ch«ff#d Alfalfa Improves Winter 
Rations Of Pigs 

In the report for tho year ending 
March 31st, 1927, of the Director of 
the Dominion Experimental Farms 
just Issued by tho Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, particulars 
are given of certain work carried on 
regArdlug the Improvement of hog 
products and the animal Itself. In¬ 
vestigations of the causes of soft pork 
Is not considered complete except so 
far as that softness of side appears 
very closely linked with unfinished 
hogs. In an experiment relative to 
the methods of feeding with economy 
of gains one lot of pigs was normally 
hand fed, another lot self fed. a 
third lot heavily hand fed, and the 
fourth and Inst lot lightly hand fed. 
The self-fed lot mado tho largest 
dally gains at a cost of G.G cents per 
pound and the lightly-fed lot the 
slowest ai a cost of 5.9 cents per 
pound. Tho heavily fed lot made 
gnlns at a coHt of 6 cents per pound 
and the normally fed lot gains at a 
cost of 6.1 cents per pound. 

A test in the use of chopped nlful* 
to Improve the winter ration of 
pigs tends to show that three per 
cent, of chopped alfalfa of good qual¬ 
ity increases the value of the ration 
for market hogs. 

A litter of seven from u cross bred 
Tamworth-Berkshire sow by a Berk 
shire boar was used to determine tho 
feed cost of producing pork from 
weaning to marketable age and 
weight. The pigs averaged 34.5 
pounds at the start of the test and 
weighed an average of 1S8 pounds 
when marketed.

The meal mixture was worth $35 per 
ton and valuing the milk at 25 cents 
per hundred pounds would , indicate 
that the feed cost per pound of gain 
was 5.GG cents.

In more recent 
years the rate of movement has in¬ 
creased. somewhat, but for the last 
nine years It has remained steady at, 
about four-hundretli of an inch per 
year. 

Though it is undeniable, therefore, 
that the Leaning Tower will eventu¬ 
ally fall unless meausre s are taken to 
prevent its movement, the commis¬ 
sion concludes that there is no imme¬ 
diate danger. 

The commission counsels prudeuco 
In adopting any scheme to reinforce 
the base of tho Tower, expressing 
fear that any attempt to tamper with 
the foundations may do more harm 
than good. For the present it sug¬ 
gests draining the ground around the 
Tower, because Its foundations were 
found to be In a bad condition owing 
to the infiltrations of water.

Newest Wonder Of Science

The other afternoon I climbed a 
ladd» r Into a little room at the top 
ol a wooden tower and passed from 
the world of today into tlio world of 
tomorrow, writes Harry Harper in a 
London paper. 

Perched above London's great, air 
station at Croydon, that lofty cham¬ 
ber, with its innps, wireless Instru¬ 
ments. amf levers, is the forerunner 
ot giant structures with Intricate, al¬ 
most human apparatus that will con 
trol air traffic which, rushing above 
oceans and continents, will span 
eventually the entire world. 

On one side of you, up in that tow¬ 
er at Croydon, bits an operator with 
head ’phones to Ills ears. On the oth¬ 
er Is the traffic controller, who every 
now and then moves little flags across 
the surface of a map. 

It is our newest wonder of science, 
this, and its secret is the perfection 
of wireless telephony In its applica¬ 
tion to flight. From that tower words 
flash into tlio void and are heard by 
! the airman poised somewhern* high 
, above mid-Channel. Not only does he 
hear them, but lie himself talks free¬ 
ly to the far-off tower 

Most fascinating of all is to be up 
I there as tlio light fades ami night 
comes on. The controller leans over 
land moves a switch. Instantly there 
leaps to life, far out across the 
| 'drome, the flash of an aerial light¬ 
house. He speaks into a telephone 
and a vi . id glare of reddish light 
shines throueh the gathering gloom. 
Tills is the night guide and log- 
piercing beacon which pilots can see 
from miles away. 

Another lever moves, and out ou 
the surface of tlio ’drome glow lights 
which guide an airman to his actual 
contact with the ground. And then, 
stealing down from out of the upper 
darkness, conies one of tlio big 
'planes of Imperial Airways, its navi¬ 
gation and cabin lights gleaming. 

Well, 
what can oue say ot those wizards up 
there in their tower doing things 
which, to ordinary folk seem the 
veriest magic.
